full of protestations against the passage of the Bill, He 
had, in the first place, a memorial signed by the Officers 
of the six Spiritualistic Societies of the Town, and nest a 
remonstrance signed by 1200 people, lavmen and. other- 
wise, against the invasion of Religious Right contained in 
the Bill. 

«Mr. Vogdes is not the only man concerned in the de- 
feat of the measure. The Tenth Ward, Ex-Sheriff Leeds’ 
bailiwick, is full of Spiritualists, and the Chairman of the 
City Committee has half promised himself for the lethal 
disposition of the measure. The point that the Spiritual- 
ists take is that the Bill interferes with their Religious 
exercises. The Penal Clause of the Act reads as follows: 

‘Tf any person or persons in this Commonwealth shall 
hold themselves out to any person or to the Public, or shall 
pretend that he, she or they is or are a medium or mediums, 
by or thro’ whom communications or messages is, are Or ean 


be received from the spirit or spirits of any deceased person 
or persons to or for any living person or persons, for luere 
or gain, and shall communicate, deliver or. give or cause to 
be communicated, delivered or given any such pretended 
communication or message to or for any living person or 
persons, they shall be guilty of « misdemeanor and shall 
upon conviction thereof be punished by a fine of not less 
than $10 nor more than $100 and an imprisonment of not 
less than fifteen days nor more than two years, or both or 
either, at the discretion of the Court, for the first offense, 
and for a second or subsequent offense a fine of not more 
than $500 and an imprisonment not exceeding five years, 
as the Court may deem proper. 

* ‘That clause,’ said Joseph Wood, a leading Spiritual- 
ist, yesterday, ‘would make every one of our Religious 


Meetings a criminal proceeding. Our Lecturers speak in 
the trance state. They are vonfessedly ruled by the spir- 
its of the departed. Of course they don’t do it for noth- 
ing. We pay them $20 a week. Then, again, we have 
Psychometric tests. If you give up your handkerchief, 
some of our Lecturers will tell vou your past and future.

being persons thro’ whom ‘“communications or messages 
are or can be received from a spirit or spirits of any de- 
ceased person. or persons, to or for any living person or 
persons, for lucre or gain,"' are liable to prosecution 
under this Act. 

“The Bill has been reported. favorably by the General 
Judiciary Committee, but awaits action from the House.” 


We are glad that the Spiritualists of Philadelphia have 
thus far taken action against this monstrous invasion of 
their Rights. They will show their stamina by main- 
taining their Rights to the end—and to the bitter end, if 
it must be, 

A few more such outrages as this “Auti-Medium Bill,” 
the Medical Law, ete., will call the Spiritualists and Lib- 
eralists to their senses. 

Too long have they heen content to enjoy the privilege 
of their Rights of Belief without caring much if they 
Were fortified or not. 

The Spiritualists havea few struggling Societies in 
each State of the Union—but what are these compared to 
what should be, and might be, if Spiritualists would but 
hold together and form largeand powerful Societies. 

There are, surely, enough professed Spiritualists in 
every State in the Union to defeat every such outrage as 
this “Bill,” if they, as a body; would stem the tide of the 
Oppressors, 

Spirit Guardians in spirit life, have, for years past, at 
every available opportunity, thro’ chosen and reliable 
mediums, urged, importuned, and begged that the Spirit- 
ualists of this Jountry would. band themselves together 
ready for defense,
